Army Fought Under Very Adverse 
Circumstances, 



SUFFICIENT FOOD AT FRONT. 



According to Visit* of Commanding Ofll 
cer tbo American Soldiers 
v Santiago Fared Well at 
J Men Usuully i>«> In 



Washington, Sept. 15. — General Shaf- 
f ter'B report of the campaign which 
terminated in the fall of Santiago has 
been made public. 

He briefly recounts the organization 
of the expedition and Its embarkation, 
and then devotes the main body of the 
report to the active operations about 
Santiago. General Shafter says the 
expedition was undertaken In compli- 
ance with telegraphic Instructions of 
May 30, from headquarters of the army. 

The expedition sailed on June 14 
with 815 officers and 16,072 men. Gen- 
eral Shafter briefly covers the trip and 
landing and his first meeting with 
General Garcia, adding: 

"During the interview General Gar- 
cia offered the services of his troops, 
comprising about 4,000 men, in the vi- 
cinity of Aserraderos, and about 500. 
under Oeneral Castillo, at the little 
town of Cujababo, a few miles east of 
Daiquiri. I accepted his offer. Impress- 
ing upon him that I could exercise no 
military control over him except such 
as he would concede, and as long a? 
he served under me I would furnish 
him rations and ammunition." 

After conferring with Admiral Samp- 
son and General Garcia the plan of 
■ campaign wai outlined by General 
fr Shafter. The disembarkation was to 
commence June 22 at Daiquiri, with 
feints by the Cubans on Cabanla and 
by the navy at various shore points, 
in order to mislead the enemy as to 
the place of landing. 

Of the early operations and the skir- 
mish In which the Rough Riders par- 
ticipated, the report says: 

"General Young's brigade passed be- 
yond Lawton on the night of the 23d- 
24th. thus taking the advance, and on 
the morning of the latter date became 
engaged with a Spanish force in- 
trenched In a strong position at La 
Guasima, a point, on the Santiago road 
about 13 miles from Siboney. 

General Young's force consisted of 
one squadron of the First cavalry, one 
of the Tenth cavalry and two of the 
First United States volunteer cavalry, 
in all 964 officers and men. 

The enemy made an obstinate resist- 
ance, but were driven from the field 
with considerable loss. Our own loss 
was one officer and 15 men killed, six 
officers and 46 men wounded. 

The engagement had an inspiring 
effect upon our men, and doubtless 
correspondingly depressed the eneray, 
as It was now plainly demonstrated to 
g them that they had a foe to meet who 
would cdvance upon them under a 
heavy Crc delivered from intrench- 
ments. 

The report continues: "It was not 
until nearly two weeks after the army 
landed that It was possible to place 
on shore three days' supplies in excess 
of those required fcr the dally con- 
sumption. ... On June 30 I reconnoi- 
tered the countrty abcut Santiago and 
v. made my plan of attack. 

"From a high hill, from which the 
city was in plain view, I could see the 
San Juan bi'l and the country about 
El Caney. The roads were very poor, 
and*, indeed, little batter than bridle 
paths, until the San Juan river and 
El Caney were reached." 

"The preparations were far from 
what I desired them to be, but we were 
in a sickly climate; our supplies had 
to be brought forward by a narrow 
wagon road, v hich the rains might at 
any tjme render impassable; fear was 
enteruUned that a storm might drive 
the vessels containing our stores to 
sea, thus separating us from our base 
of supplies, *nd, lastly, It was reported 
that Oeneral Pando. with 8,000 reln- 
forcementg for the enemy, was en 
route from Manzanlllo, and might be 
expected in a few days. Under these 
conditions I determined to give battle 
/ without delay. 

W Early on the morning of July 1 Law- 
ton wag in position around El Caaey, 
Chaffee's brigade on the right, across 
the Guantanamo road; Miles' brigade 
In the center and Ludlow's on the left. 

The duty of cutting off the enemy's, 
retreat along the Santiago road was 1 
assigned to the latter brigade. The

a. m. The? battle here soon became 
general, Sad was hotly contested. 

The enetDT"* position was naturally 
strong and w«*e rendered moreeo by 
block bouses, a stone fort and ln- 
trenctunaats out in sortd rock, and the 
loopholes of a solidly built stone 
church. 

Toe opposition offered by the enemy 
was greater than had been anticipated, 
•ail prevented Lawton from Joining 
toe right of the main line during the 
day, as had been Intended. 

"The artillery fire from El Pozo was 
soon returned by the enemy's artillery. 
They evtden<L/ had the range of this 
hill, and their first shells killed and 
wounded several men. As the Span- 
iards used: smoiieies powaer it was 
rery difficult to locate the position of 
their pieces, while, on the contrary, 
the smoke caused by our black powder 
plainly indicated the position of our 
balttry. 

"At this time the cavalry division, 
nnder General Sumner, which was ly- 
ing concealed fi the general vicinity 
of the El Poer house, was ordered for- 
ward with directions to cross the San 
Juan river and deploy to the right on 
the Santiago side, while Kent's divis- 
ion was to follow closely in its rear 
and deploy to the left 

"Tt*setroopsmoved forward in com- 
pliance with orders, but the road was 
10 nairow es to render it Impracticable 
to retain the column of fours forma- 
tion at all points, while undergrowth 
on either Bide was so dense as to pre- 
clude the possibility of deploying skir- 
mishers. It naturally resulted that 
the progress made was slow, and the 
long-range rifles of the enemy's in- 
fantry killed and wounded a number 
of our men while marching along this 
road, and before there was an oppor- 
tunity to return the fire. 

"At this time Genenla Kent and 
Sumner wore ordered to push forward 
with all posMhle baste and place their 
troops in position to engage the enemy. 

General Kent, with this end in view, 
forced the head of bis column along- 
side of the cavalry column as far as 
the narrow trail permitted, and thus 
his arrival at the San Juan and the 
formation beyond that stream. 

"A few hundred yards before reach- 
ing the San Juan the road forks, a 
fact discovered by Lieutenant Colonel 
Derby of my staff, who had approached 
well to the front in a war balloon. 

"This Information he furnished to 
the troops, resulting in Sumner mov- 
ing on the righthand road, while Kent 
was enabled to utilize the road to the 
left. 

In the meantime Kent's division, 
with the exception of two regiments 
of Hawkin's brigade, crossing the 
creek, formed for attack in frcnt of 
San Juan hill. 

During this formation the Second 
brigade suffered severely. While per- 
sonally superintending its movement, 
Its gallant commander. Colonel Wikoff. 
was killed. The command of the brig- 
ade then devolved upon Lieutenant 
Colonel Worth, Thirteenth infantry, 
who was soon severely wounded, and 
next upon .'/ieutenant Colonel Liscum, 
Twenty-fourth Infantry, who, five min- 
utes later, also fell under the terrible 
Are of the enemy, and the command of 
the brigade then devolved upon Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Ewers, Ninth Infantry. 

"While the formation Just described 
was taking place, General Kent took 
measures to hurry forward his rear 
brigade. The Tenth and Second in- 
fantry were ordered to follow Wikoffs 
brigade, while the Twenty-first was 
sent on the righthand road to support 
the First brigade, under General Haw- 
kins, who had crossed the stream and 
formed on the right of the division. 
The Second and Tenth infantry, Colo- 
nel E. P. Pearson commanding, moved 
forward in good order on the left of 
the division, passed over a grene knoll 
and drove the enemy back toward his 
trenches. 

After completing their formation 
under a destructltve fire and advanc- 
ing a short distance, both divisions 
found in their front a wide bottom in 
which had been placed a barbed wire 
entanglement, and beyond which was 
a high hill, along the crest of which 
the enemy was strongly posted. 

"Nothing daunted, these gallant men 
pushed on to drive the enemy from his 
position, both divisions losing heavily. 
In this assault Colonel Hamilton, 
Lieutenants Smith and Shipp were 
killed, and Colonel Carroll, Lieuten- 
ants Thayer and Myer, all in the cav- 
alry, were wounded. 

"Great credit is due to Brigadier 
General H. S. Hawkins, who, plating 
himself bet wen his regiments, unged 
tham on by voice and bugle calls to 
the attaok so brilliantly e^tcuted. 

In this fierce encounter \ ords fail 
to do justice to the gallant r> jimental 
commanders and the heroic men, for, 
while the generals indicated the for- 
mations and the points of attack, it 
wa», after all, the intrepid bravery of 
the gubordlnate officers and men that 
planted our colors on the crest of San 
Juan hill, and drove the enemy from 
his trenches and blockhouses, tnus 
gaining a position which sealed me 
of Santiago. 



"All day on the 2d the battle raged 
with more or less fury, but such of 
our troops as were in position at day- 
light held their ground, and Lawton 
gained a strong commanding position 
on the right 

"About 10 p. m, the enemy made a 
vigorous assault to break through my 
lines, but he was repulsed at all points. 

"On the morning of the 3d the battle 
was renewed, but the enemy seemed 
to have expended his energy in the 
assault of the previous nlgbt and the 
firing along the lines was desultory 
until stopped by my sending a letter 
within the Spanish lines." 

General Shafter then gives the dis- 
patches passing between him and Gen- 
eral Toral about the surrender. 

"The cessation of firing about noon 
on the 3d practically terminated the 
battle of Santiago; all that occurred 
after this time may properly be treated 
under the head of the siege which fol- 
lowed. 

"After deducting the detachments 
retained at Siboney and Daiquiri to 
render these depots secure from at- 
tack, organizations held to protect our 
flanks, others acting as escorts and 
guards to light batteries, the member" 
of the hospital corps, guards left In 
charge of blanket rolls, which the in- 
tense heat caused the men to cast aside 
before entering battle, orderlies, etc., 
it is doubtful If we had more than 12.- 
100 men on the firing line on uiv . 
when the battle was fiercest, and when 
the Important and strong positions of 
El Caney and San Juan were captured. 

"A few Cubans assisted in the at- 
tachk at El Caney and fought valiant- 
ly, but their numbers were to small to 
materially change the strength as In- 
dicated above 

"The enen.y confronted us with 
numbers about ecual to our own; they 
fought obstinately in strong and in- 
trenched positions, and the results ob- 
tained clearly Indicate the intrepid 
gallantry of the company officers and 
men. Our losses in these battles were 
22 officers and 208 men killed, and 81 
officers and 1,208 men wounded: miss- 
ing, 79. The missing, with few excep- 
tions, reported later." 

General Shafter says the arrival of 
General Escaroe at Santiago was not 
ntlclpated. He says: 

"General Garcia, with between 4,000 
and 5,000 Cubans, was intrusted with 
the duty of watching for and Inter- 
cepting the reinforcement expected. 
This, however, he faNed to do, and 
Escarce passed into the city along my 
extreme right and near the hay." 

After speaking of Admiral Cervera's 
sortie and the destruction of his fleet, 
General Shafter says he again called 
on the Spanish commander to surren- 
der. 

He says: "On the same date I In- 
formed Admiral Sampson that if he 
would force his way into the harbor 
the city would surrender without any 
further sacrifice of life. Commodor 
Watson replied that Admiral Sampson 
was temporarily absent, but that in his 
(Watson's) opinion the navy should 
not enter the harbor." 

General Shafter gives the varying 
efforts toward securing a surrender, 
and his reopening the engagement 
— uly 10, when the truce ended. On the 
11th the surrender was again de- 
manded. 

"By this time the sickness In the 
army was increasing very rapidly, as 
a result of exposure In the trenches to 
the Intense heat of the sun and the 
heavy rains. Moreover, the dewB In 
Cuba are almost equal to raina. The 
weakness of the troops was becoming 
so apparent I was anxious to bring the 
siege to an end, but in common with 
most of the officers of the army I did 
not think an assault would be Justifl- 
abl, especially as the enemy seemed to 
be acting in good faith In their prelim- 
inary propositions to surrender" . . . 

"July 12 I Informed the Spanish 
commander that Major General Miles, 
commander-in-chief of the, American 
army, had just arrived in my camp, 
and requested him to grant us a per- 
sonal interview on the following day. 

He replied he would be pleased to 
meet us. The interview took place on 
the 13th, and I informed him bis Bur- 
render only could be considered, and 
that as he was without hope of escape 
he had no right to continue the fight'' 

General Shafter then gives the de- 
tails of the final surrender, his entry 
to the city and the raising of the 
American flag. In closing he says: 

"Before closing my report I wish to 
dwell upon the natural obstacles I had 
to encounter and which no toreeight 
could have overcome or obviated. The 
rocky and precipitous coast afforded 
no sheltered landing places, the roads 
were mere bridle paths, the effect of 
the troplotl sun and rains upon unac- 
cllmated troops was deadly, and a 
dread of strange and unknown dis- 
eases had Its effect upon the army. 

"After the great physical strain and 
exposure of July 1 and 2 the malarial 
and -other fevers began to rapidly ad- 
vance throughout the command, and 
on July 4 the yellow fever appeared at 
Siboney. Though efforts were made 
to kep this fact from the army. U soon 
became known. 



"The supply of quartermaster and 
commissary stores during the cam- 
paign was abundant, and notwith- 
standing the difficulties in landing and 
transporting the rations, the troops on 
the filing l'ne were at all times sup- 
plied with Its coarser components, 
namely, of bread, meat sugar and 
coffee. 

"There was no lack of transporta- 
tion, for at no time up to the surren- 
der could all the wagons I had be used. 

"In reference to the sick and wound- 
ed. I have to say that they received 
every attention that it was possible 
to give them. The medical officers, 
without exception, worked night and 
day to alleviate the suffering, which 
was no greater than Invariably accom- 
panies a campaign. 

"It would have been better if we had 
had more ambulances, but as many 
were taken as were thought necessary, 
Judging from previous campaigns."

HE'S SOBER NOW. 

A Private or Good Family Jailed Por 
Murder Most PimiI. 

San Francisco, Sept. 15. — When Wal- 
ter Rosser, the Tennessee volunteer 
who murdered Henry Hlldebrand, a 
clerk In the Spreckles market, during 
a drunken spree, was booked at the 
city prison, he began to sober up. He 
handed in a lady's gold watch and $05 
in coin, and asked that the valuables 
be cared for. Then he wept and said 
he realized his deep disgrace, but 
claimed not to recollect anything about 
the shooting. 

"My father and mother live in Stev- 
enson, Ala.," said he. "My father is a 
superintendent of a railway. I am a 
member of the Signa Nu fraternity, 
and a graduate of the Vanderbilt uni- 
versity, and am entitled to the degree 
of M. D. When the war broke out 1 
was a student in classics, but left 
school and enlisted in the Tennessee 
regiment at Memphis. My knowledge 
of medicine gained me the position of 
steward of company B, which position 
I still hold. I have telegraphed my 
father and expect him to come to this 
city at onoe." 

Eye witnesses of the affair state that 
Rosser fired the fatal shot without 
provocation. He fought against arreBt 
and almost succeeded in escaping iu 
the excitement, having slipped one 
hand through the steel handcuff. While 
waiting for the patrol wagon he Is said 
to have pushed the dead body of his 
victim with the toe of his shoe. 

Porto Klran Commission Meet*. 

San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept 15. — The 
United States Porto Rican evacuation 
commission met on Wednesday. The 
reply of the Spanish commissioners, 
setting forth their position in accord- 
ance with the instructions from Mad- 
rid, was received. It is satisfactory 
to our commissioners. It is under- 
stood that a Spanish steamer is ex- 
pected here In a few days from Cadiz 
to embark the first detachment of 
troops. 

A Deserter Surrenders. 

San Francisco, Sept 15.— Private A. 
Butler of the Second United States ar- 
tillery, who deserted from that regi- 
ment about four years ago at Newport, 
R. I., has voluntarily surrendered him- 
self to the military authorities at the 
presidio. His desertion occurred soon 
after his enlistment, and he haa since 
been in Japan and other foreign coun- 
tries. 

Amount of Bonds Issued. 

Washington. Sept 15. — Up to this 
time the amount of the new bonds Is- 
sued is $123,170,640. Of this amount 
$101,176,888 have been shipped to sub- 
scribers, $12,061,260 have been deposit- 
ed to secure circulating national bank 
notes, and $10,633,500 to Becure public 
deposits.

Omaha. Sept. 15.— Detroit was select- 
ed by the Sons of Veterans as the place 
for holding next year'8 annual en- 
campment. 

That city won after a hard fight in 
which its principal opponent was Den- 
ver. The other business transacted by 
the encampment consisted of a number 
of changes in the rules. A new ritual, 
more simple and impressive than the 
one now in use, was adopted. It pro- 
ivdes for only one degree Instead of 
three. 

Attempts to restrict membership to 
male descendents of those who saw 
actual service in the civil war was 
voted down, and the same action was 
taken on a proposition to raise the 
muster fee from $2 to $.: A resolution 
was adopted favoring the continuance- 
of military tactics in the public 
schools. 

It was decided to get up a petition 
to the secretary of the navy to name 
one of the new batleships "Lincoln. ' 

A roll of all sons of veterans who 
served in the late war with Spain is 
to be published. John M. Thurston 
was elected a life member. 

Games to He Protested. 

New York, Sept 15.— President Mc- 
Cafl of the New York baseball club 
announced that all the games which 
Baltimore has played and does play 
with William Holmes as a participant 
since that player's suspension and re- 
instatement will be protested by the 
New York club. ThiB action is to be 
taken because of the reinstatement of 
Holmes by the league after he had 
been suspended by the board of direct- 
ors, from whose decision there Is, un- 
der the rules of the league, no appeal.

staff. The Major has an interesting story 
to tell of the supplies or food of the sol- 
diers during the Santiago campaign, and 
he declares that the stories that have 
been going the rounds about the starved 
condition of the United States troops and 
the impossibility of getting the supplies 
to the front are all of the greatest foolish- 
ness. He is a great upholder of General 
Shafter, and says that the entire plan of 
the campaign was due to the work of 
Shafter, who should have all the credit. 

In order to ascertain for himself the 
disposition of the troops and the line of 
battle Major Hutchins Eays that he made 
the circuit of the lines about five miles 
one day, and was simply amazed at the 
perfectness of the plan and the detail 
with which it had all been carried out. 
So admirably were the regiments dis- 
posed that it seemed as if they had been 
put in places prepared for them by Na- 
ture with a special view to the end. He 
not only characterizes Shafter as a great 
General, but as a hero. This was dis- 
played, according to the Major, in his di- 
rection of all the details while he, like 
many of his men, was suffering with 
fever, and both his handling of the fight- 
ing, his occupation of Santiago and his 
treatment of the insurgents entitle him to 
the highest praise. As for fever, the 
Major says that no man going from this 
country there could escape it, and the 
fact that a great mauy men of the difler- 
ent commands were down with it was no 
sign that there had been faulty accommo- 
dations in the way of draining or tent 
equipment.

Madrid. Sept 15.— The 
signed the prtocol bill. 

The government had intended the 
cortes to sit until an indemnity bill 
for the suspension of the constitu- 
tional guarantees had bene passed, but 
the threatened agitation on the part 
of General Weyler and others, together 
with the evidence of divisions in both 
the Liberal and Conservative parties, 
convinced Senor Sagasta of the advisa- 
bility of closing down debates which 
would have hindered the free progress 
of the peaoe negotiations. 

The cortes will be next cenviked to 
ratify the final treaty of peace. 

McKlnlev ami the Philippines. 

Washington, Sept. 15. — As a result 
of his deliberation with the cabinet 
it is said the president's mind is clear- 
ly made up upon these points: It is 
impossible for Spain to govern the 
Philippine islands or any portion 
thereof. The Philippines are incapa 
ble of self-government. The United 
States having taken possession of Ma- 
uillaand Manilla bay can not and will 
not withdraw from this part of the ter- 
ritory, and is morally bound, in ^e 
Interest of civilization, to see that a 
better government is established in 
place of the one thrown down. The 
cabinet was unanimous on the point of 
permanently holding Manilla and Ma- 
nilla bay. A majority favored demand- 
ing permanent control of Luzon island. 
Several members argued in favor of 
the permanent possession of the whole 
\rchipelago. 

Bay Sail* For Home. 

London, S pt. 15.— Colonel John Hay, 
the retiring United States ambassador, 
and Mrs. Kay have left London for 
Liverpool, from which port they sail 
for New York on board the White Star 
line steamer Teutonic. The staff of the 
United States embassy, with the excep- 
tion of J. B. Carter, the second secre- 
tary, and Lieutenant J.C. Colwell, the 
naval attache, who, however, were 
among those who assembled to bid 
forewell to Colonel and Mrs. Hay, ac- 
companied them to Liverpool. A large 
number of friends assembled at the 
railroad station to bid Colonel Hay and 
bis wife go od by.

A Preliminary Farewell Address in Whifh 
Colonel Roosevelt Have Them Some 
Hood Advice. 

[New York Sun.) 

There were Sunday services in the 
rough riders' camp at MonCan-k Point 
on Sept. 4 at which their commander 
spoke, and the a 00 men present sang 
"Onward, Christian Soldiers." so ve- 
hemently that it roalry made do differ- 
ence that the melodian broke down and 
refused to emit anything more than a 
pathetic wheeze, Chaplaiu Henry W. 
Brown made a prayer, and Major D. M. 
Whittle made a brief address. Then 
Colonel Roosevelt got up und was cheer- 
ed. He said: 

"Before wo part I trust to have an- 
other chance to talk to yon, so we'll 
just call this a preliminary farewell. It 
is hard to say eveu tbat much to yon 
after what we've been through together. 
We are knit closer together than any 
body of men I know, and only death 
can sever the ties that were bound tight 
when we faced death together. Some 
people are inclined to pity us for hard- 
ships we have undcrgona We don't 
want anybody's pity. Since Guasimas 
we are willing to take anything that 
comes our way without complaint Yon 
rt-mumber, boys, the regulars wanted to 
relieve us there in the treiiches, but we 
said, 'No, we're here, and we're going 
to stay here.' I'd honestly rather have 
my position as colonel of this regiment 
than any other position on earth. 

"There wero some people in ray tent 
today, and one of them said, 'Yon must 
have been awfully bold to go right up 
that hill in front of yonr regiment. ' I 
said, 'That wasu't it exactly. ' Now, 1 
beg the cbuplain's pardon (Chaplain 
Brown nodded), for I said, 'I had to 
rnn like h — 1 (Chaplain Brown looked 
startled) to stay in front and keep from 
being run over. ' (Chaplain Brown griu- 
uvt\ appreciatively and the congregation 
yelled). 

"There's no harm in that I hope, and 
we all kucn? our chaplain, and there 
isn't a braver man in the regiment. He 
was right there on the fighting line, 
tending to the wounded, and when we 
went up that hill I caught him with a 
carbine in his bauds. (Cheers). Wecan 
count him in our permanent organiza- 
tion, for we're going to have a perma- 
nent organization to hand down to our 
children and children's children. The 
meu who staid at Tampa will bo in it 
too. They deserve just as much credit 
as the rest of us. 

"Now, here's a thing I want to warn 
you against: Don't get gay and pose as 
heroes. Don't go back and lie on your 
laurels, they'll wither. The world will 
be kind to you for about ten days and 
then it will say, 'He's spoiled by the 
fame of the regiment in Cuba.' Don't 
think you've got to have the best of 
everything, and don't consider your- 
selves as martyrs in the past tense. A 
martyr oame to see me today. He hadn't 
had any milk for a whoie day. I said 
to him, 'Oh, you poor thing,' and be 
went away. I hope he felt better. What 
I want of all of you is to get right out 
and fight your battles in the world as 
bravely as yon fought the nation's bat- 
tles in Cuba. "

Waiter* aud Waitresses. 

Talking of waitresses, a New York 
hotel keep»r says that although they 
may possem some superior quulities for 
such service there are, on the other 
hand, such drawbacks as make it cer- 
tain that tbey would never be accept- 
able to the majority of men who would 
have to be served by them. He says : 

"I think the objection to them would 
be ba*ed chiefly on the fact that they 
Dover ibow especial attention to any 
periQII. I never know a woman who 
waited on a man to trouble herself in 
the leust about the manner in which 
she .served him. It makes absolutely no 
difference whether tbey receive liberal 
tips or not. They 'may bo quiet, neat 
and quick, but they would never pick 
out one piece of beef because it was 
better than another or make any effort 
to get the best of what was to bu hud 
in the kitchen. That sort of attention 
makes a man worth his feo to tlio men 
who tip him. 

"It is this special service that makes 
a waiter superior to the best of his as- 
sociates. Women never detect any dif- 
ference between the quality of one dish 
aud another. They are all the same, 
and good service requires merely that 
they shall be set dowa noiselessly and 
brought quickly. There the service of 
the waitress ends. She can beat any 
man at those features of the business. 
But she caunot select for him anything 
better than the rest of the customers 
get. Usually she does not notice any 
difference in them. That deficiency is 
the safeguard of the waiter and will 
keep his place secure for him."
